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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-13 in the reply filed on 21 
November 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the inventions 
are disclosed as usable together. This is not found persuasive because the inventions 
are distinct from each other and the claims fail to show the connection between the 
different inventions. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fomri the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Offlce action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 6-8 and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nordin *150. 

There is disclosed in Nordin an injection device comprising: a filling head 16 
having a plurality of spouts 24 and a spout cap 90; a platen 26 having a plurality of 
spout channels 32, 36 through which the plurality of spouts can pass, wherein each one 
of the plurality of spouts is vertically aligned with one of the plurality of spout channels, 
and including a depression mold 28; and a holding apparatus 42 disposed above the 
platen and including a header 44 and a plurality of stems 46. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomis the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nordin 
'150 in view of Higashimoto. 

Higashimoto discloses an injection spout having spout-tip opening at its terminal 

end. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide the spouts of 
Nordin with an opening at their terminal ends as taught by Higashimoto, in order ensure 
a vertical delivery of an injection material. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nordin. 

In regards to the use of a five-pointed star shaped depression, such is an 
obvious matter of design choice which is dependent upon the item into which an 
injection material is being placed. It would have been obvious to one skilled In the art to 
construct the depression of such a shape. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent forni including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Nordin et al. and Kenyon are cited for their 
disclosure of the state of the art.
